•She dwelly far beyond Killala, near tlie 
village of Kilcup, at a liouse called 
Farmhill. The first object which comes 
in sight Js^a police. Varraokj with a high 
walU'SSrrounding S'sortJ of ^compound' 
thfl whole being obvioasly 'constructed 
with a view to reaisting^'a possible at- 
tack. Tl-.is stiftj staring assertion of 
the power of the law stands out gaunt 
and grim iu the midst of a landscape 
of sij)Q)assing beauty.

The outer gate is locked 
liard and fast, and the little sulky- 
looking porter's lodge i.s untenanted. 
Its windows are barred and all com- 
munication with tlie house it.self is cut 
ofl' except to aidventuroiis jjersons pre 
pared to climb a stone v/all. The iiouso 
itself is barred and barricaded in a re- 
markable manner. The front door is 
so strongly fastened that it is said not 
to have been opened for years. Mas- 
sive bars of iron protect the windows, 
and the solitary servant visible is a 
species of ■shepherd or old man, who 
comes slinking around the corner. No 
stranger gentlewoman's dwelling could 
be found in the three kingdoms. The 
sj)ot reeks with a dungeon-like atmos- 
phere. It is according to tho present 
state of life in Mayo, simply a "strong 
place" duly fortided and garrisoned 
agairi&t th'ii^enerify.'" Tt'tnusfc^bc'confess- 
cd that the proprietress who 1ms a po- 
licedetachnient opposite to her gate, and 
lives in a housn defended by iron bars 
and chains, has some reason for her 
precaution against surprise. She was 
shot at through the windowtpf .:her..'owh 
house not very long ago. It is said that 
she carries a revolver in the pocket of her 
shooting jacket and only asks for an es- 
cort of armed constabulary when 
she goes into Ballina. J3ut she never- 
theless thinks it well to convert her 
home into a fortress — perhaps the only 
one of the kind now extant in Europe. 
Here ahe dwells with a lady compan- 
ion, Mijjs Pringle, far out of range of 
such social-life as remains in the coun- 
try, occvipiie.d nearly exclusively with 
the management of her estate; a mat- 
ter which, far from concerning herself 
alone, entails great vexation, embar- 
rassment apd .ftxj^na® «upon^.o,tfiers.

She com- 
manded thorn to atop, saying that she 
could and would' use "tho pistol if ne- 
cessary. She was escorted to her 
hotel by the police, and finally accom- 
panied to her residence by two consta- 
bles. She is an excellent shot, and 
alsvays goes armed. She is profoundly 
hated by the people of the neighboring

o'clock noun.

C. In caao of a poll at an election for 
Mayor and Conucillors tho vote shall be 
given l)y ballot. 

7. Tho ballot of each voter .shall con- 
sist of a paper (in this liylaw called a bal- 
lot paper) showing tho names and occu- 
pations of tho candidates for the oftlce of 
Councillor. In .Ttjhnson Street Ward, in 
addition to such ballot paper, there :!!i;dl 
bo nn additional ballot paper showin.i,' the 
names and descrijitions of the candiilales 
for the oihcc of Mayor ; each ballot paper 
shall have a number printed on tho back 
and shall liavc attached a counterfoil with 
the Eaiue number printed on tho face. .\t 
iho. time of voting the ballot paper shall 
be marked on botli sides witli an official 
mark and delivered to tlie voter within 
the polling st;ition, and the number of 
such voter on tho Begiitor or List of 
Mumdpal. Voters shallbo marked on the 
counterfoil, and the voter, havingscc:ct!y 
marked his vote on tho paper and folded 
it up so as to conceal his vote sluill place 
it in a closed box in the presence of the 
officer presiding at the' Polling Station 
after having shown to him the oflkial 
mark on tlio hack. 

8, Any ballot paper wliich has not on 
tho back tho official mark, or on which 
votes arc given to more candidates than 
the voter is entitled to vote for, or on 
which anything except tlio said number 

:o.4: the back is wi-itten or marked by which 
.thcybte'ciin bo identified ' shall bo void 
and' not counted. 

. . 9. After the close of the poll the ballot 
bo-ves shall be closed up so as to prevent 
the insertion of additional ballotpapursaiul 
shall bo taken charge of by tho lleturning 
Officer for Yates Street Ward and that 
officer slmll in tho presence of such of the 
candidates as may be in attendance, or 
their agents, and of the Returning Oilicer 
o])on the ballot bo.xes at the new Council 
Chanibors, Douglas street, in the said city, 
and .tscertain tho result of the poll by 
counting the votes given to each candi- 
date, and shall forthwith deolaro to be 
elected tho candidates or candidate to 
whom tho majority of votes have been 
given. . 

10. When an equality of votes is found

Snow,:lic3 on Sauiiicli i'cniiisula to the 
depth two^get, thojrccont cold rnins 
having delayeS^insfentl' of hastening its 
disappenranco. The . roads, fields and 
stock yards aro deeply covered and the 
roofs of many bnildings have been orn.sh- 
ed beneath the weight. At Soutli ,Saan- 
ich the large stable of 'Wni. Thompson, 
whore were stabled liis best horses, fell in 
on Thursday night, burying the animals 
in its fall. No one expected to sec any 
of the animals come fromtlio ruins alive : 
tliey did, nevertheless, and not only alive 
but kicking in a very emphatic manner. 
It appears tliat the weight foil on a heavy 
cross-beam in such a manner as to save 
the lioraes, and they are very little, if any, 
the. worse for the accident. Oh Heal's, 
Van Allnian's and many other farms, 
stables and cow-sheds are down ; but by 
far tho most serious accident occurred at 
the farm occupied by George Lindsay on 
the West road in Lake District. Passers 
along that road will not have failed to 
notice about one-fourth of a mile beyond 
the B^^al Qpk a long, unpaintcd two- 
story ]buil<iing, evidently drooping beneath 
the weight of years. Tliis was tho old Yale 
farm-hoitse. It was erected by Mr. Yale, 
one of tho early chief factors of the Hud- 
Bon Bay, Company, some 25 years ago, 
and was occupied by him and his family 
as (I homestead until tho death of the old 
man, when Mr. Lindsay leased tho house 
and farm and has since occupied it. Be- 
tween the weight of years and the 
weight of snow the old riaiLsion succumb- 
ed at an early hour yeiitcrday morning. 
The family eaoappd sorious injury by a 
miracle'^ almost; Thoy wore terribly 
scared and half-b^lr^cd beneath rafters, 
shingles and snow, l)ut dug their way 
out. Tho furniture is badly broken and 
tlio house is a melancholy wreck of what 
was once the linest familj- mansion on tho 
Island. Mr. Lindsay will loso at least 
81000 by this unto ward accident.

For a night dispatch, i. c. , a dispatch 
brought to tho office after 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon and not requiring to be deliver- 
ed until the following day, ouo-half tho 
abovo rates ; 

All govornmont dispatches, whether 
night or day, will bo sent at half rates ; 

Press rates will bo fi.Kcd on a liberal 
scale. 

Tho Dominion government receives 
one-third the tarift on every dispatch. . 

After to-day tho Western Union will' 
maintain no olHces in Britibh Colnnibin. 
Tho Westminster office will bo tho re- 
peating oftico for both tho northern and 
Bouthom Unos, and tho Dominion Gov- 
orument will bo paid $100 per month for 
receiving or transmitting Western Union 
dispatches at Wostminater, to which point 
a double line will be maintained fiMin the 
boundary.

and land lines, 817,500, which represented 
I five nor cont. on a capital of §350,000. 
1 In fiituro tho capital roproaentod will bo 
i only ^")0,000, which at tivo per cont. ef- 
fects a saving of §15,000 a year ! The 
total saving in interest and in tiie tariff 
on messages will bo over $35,000 per.an- 
num. 

Telegraphic communication betwoon 
British Columbia and the outer world 
was effected early in June 18GG, more 
than 14 years ago. Wo were present at 
Telegraph Bay, not far from tho base of 
Cedar Hill, antl signed the first telegraphic 
inesaago that was received at Victoria. 
The dispatch of the witty nuperintondont 
of construction, Mr. Haines, to his compa- 
ny, after the cablo had been laid, was— "I 
have wired the left wing of tho American 
eagle to tlie tail of the British lion. " The 
government are to be congratulated upon 
tho splendid bargain Mr. Gisborno has 
ollectod and the valuable concessions he 
has secured in their interest.

Pauls, Di'c. 14. — The ajjuire de 
Ilochofort which for three days past has 
almost monopolized tho attention of tho 
Paris press, is rapidly becoming as in- 
volved aud incoherent as the plot of a 
Palais Royal farce.' Rochefort, unable 
to deny having in 1S71 written a let- 
ter to On-vbetta repudiating all 
coimecliou with the Commune, 
and bagging him to use his in- 
fluence in his behalf with Thiers, is des- 
perately trying to persuade Paris, and 
especially the Paris Intransigauts' and 
Comniunists,'t!iat the letter was dictat- 
ed to liini by his lawyer, Albert Joly, 
in prison, and was never sent to Gam 
betta. lie hus went a challenge to ^I. 
Joseph Eeinach, of I.e Vollaire, who 
steadily maintains that Gambetta re- 
ceived' the letter, and- bo seema deter- 
mined to slifsbV^fal-'tlirbats^'efbrS he 
has Quished. Bciiiach replies that he 
simply published letters signed by 
Rochefort, and lie owes tho latter no 
reparation, 

In this morning's IntranByeantlRoch- 
ofort is unusualljontertaining,and burls 
defiance at no less than three of his 
pet aTor8ions,ripirad.iniT Pe88ard, and 
Qambetta himself.^' 6n"Qambetta he 
exorcises liis powers as a humourist, 
and Kays it would bo only poetic justice 
if all true hearted men spat on him. 
The editor of the A'atimal is distinctly 
referred to us "coward Pessard," arid 
Girardin as "The old ape of La France." 
It in unlikely that Rochefort will issue 
from his present difliculty undamaged. 
Louise Michel has already exhorted 
hor friends to throw him over, though 
only tho other day he made her a pre- 
sent of a handsome shawl— shocking 
proof of feminine ingratitude this. If 
Rochefort escapes the bullets and 
swords of ilia antagonists he will pro- 
bable have to turn Opportunist or 
starve. It is insinuated in to-day's 
Vollaire, and indirectly acknowledged 
by Rochefort himself, that Qambetta 
subscribed part of the 25,000 francs 
sent him while in Australia to pay his 
passage from Noumea,, and it is most 
evident from soveral of Kochefort's let- 
tors published this morning that in 
1873 his gratitude to Albert Joly was 
real enough. This makes his recent 
ingratituuio all the more remarkable.' 

LpNDOX, Dec. 14. — A correspondent 
in Paris, commenting on the letter sent 
by Rochefort to General Trochu, ask- 
ing his mediation in his behalf when 
under arrest for participation in the 
Commune, says that Rochefort is likely 
to lose^castol, girreUieyably with ^those 
who have been treating him as a Icind 
of leader. 

Parks, Dec. 15. — A ilonicstio tragedy 
has just cast a shadow over ttochofort's 
homo. A young and pretty woman 
whom he had tnkoii into his service 
while in exile, and to whom he was 
much attached, committed suicido yes- 
terday. She was discovered by Roche- 
fort stretched on her bed iii ' tlie ' last 
ngony of dentil, with a pan of charcoal 
fuming at her side. Rochfort was 
half (listractod by the calamity, and was 
letl away by liis friends weeping and 
tearing his hair. It v/as feared, that 
his despair -would drivehim to some ^ib- 
lent act of folly,and indeed the romouria 
afloai to day in Paris that he has com- 
mitted suicide, but it is not confirmed. 
Iai Repuhllque Francaise authoritively 
declares that Rochefort's letter was 
handed to Gambetta in July, 1871, by 
Albert Joly, and that directly ho re- 
ceived it GanjboH^i interceded -with 
Thiers in favor of Rochefort,a8 tho lat- 
ter desired. This settles the question 
of fact and deprives Rochefort of tho 
last straw at which ho could 6lutch. 
It would perhaps have been better had 
Qambetta or his recognized . organ pur- 
sued a straightforward course and vol- 
unteered this important statement a 
little earlier. In to-day'a Tntransi- 
geant Rochefort publishes a violen reply 
to the letter of Reinach of Le Vollaire, 
in which tiio latter declined to fight. 
Reinach yesterday said no provocation 
would induce him to go out with 
Rochefort.

New York, Dec.'l7. —Tl\iQ World's 
London dispatch says : It was stated 
in town last night that there was a 
painful scene between tho Queen and 
Mr. Gladstouo at Windsor over tho 
Irish question. Her Majesty urged the 
Premier very decidedly to resort at 
once to force and crush the disorder in 
Ireland. The Liberals, wfap jeirculate 
this story, ascribe the Queen's iiiterfer- 
ence to the personal influence of Lord 
BeaconsGcld, in whom she has undoubt- 
ed confidence, and who recently made 
her a visit.

Ths Xriah People Armed to the Teetl}. 

The special correspondent of the Lou- 
Jon Daily yews wrote to that paper 
from Castlebar as follows : The mark- 
ed — I had almost written ostentatious 
absence of weapons at the meetings of 
the last two Sundays has attractedg'seat 
attention. From perfectly trustwpirthy 
information I gather that appearances 
are in this matter more than usually 
deceitful. It is almost impossible to 
doubt that the largo population of this 
country is armed to the teeth. Since 
the expiration of the Peace Preserva- 
tion Act the purchase of fire-arms hsi 
been incessant. At tho stores in 
Wcstport where carbines aro sold more 
have been disposed of iu tiio last fivo 
months than in the ton previous years, 
and revolvers are also in great demand. 
The favorite wea|)on of '-tiie peasantry, 
on account of lis low price anS ^oitfi'er 
good qualities, is tho old Enfield rifle, 
bought out of the Government stores, 
shortened and re bored to get rid of the 
rifling. The work of refashioning the 
superannuated riilos and adapting them 
for slugs- and buckshot, bas,I hear,been 
performed for the most part-in'^Aniefiv 
ca, whence the guns have been reira- 
portcd into this country in large quan- 
tities. It is believed that the suppres- 
sion of arms on tlie occasion of large 
gatherings is due to the judgment of 
popular leaders, who are naturally 
averse'to any display which' would af- 
ford the government a pretext for dis- 
arming tho people. There is, however, 
no doubt that the people of this dis- 
trict are more comiiletely armed than 
at any previous period of Irish history. 
A tcn-sliilling gun license enables any 
idle person to walk about any where 
with a gun on his shoulder, but this 
privilege is rarely;.' exerciaed. Two 
mornings ago four men passed iu front 
of the Railway Hotel at Westport with 
guns on their shoulders, but such an 
occurrence is very rare, the only in- 
dividuals who carry weapons ostenta- 
tiously being landlords' agents and 'the 
Royallrish constabulary roof3!n§%liem 
"protection." This proteotioh is alwaiys 
granted when asked for,but many laud- 
lords have an almost invincible repug- 
nance to go everywhere attended by 
armed police. liord Ardilaun, I hear, 
has organized a little bodyrguard of his 
own people 7 n preference to being fol- 
lowed about by the tall, dark figures, 
now frequent everywhere in County 
Mayo, from Achill to Newport, from 
Ballina to Ballinrobe, and from Clare- 
morris to Westport. Still, anything 
lik4 a ''rising i«,the^Ty:ep«i'iii8.reg&rded 
hero as chemrioal,~: aridTthe'airtnirig of 
the people as aimed only at the terrify- 
ing' of landlords. .
